the Union of Soviet Secialist Republics. 

'The Soviet Government has autnorized me to 
inform you that, inspired b 10tives identical to 
those of the Government of Your Excellency, and in 
accord with the desires of the latter, it has 
acoreed to cstahlish normal diolomatic and consul- 
ar relations with the Uniied States of Brazil and 
to exchange extraordinary and plenipotentiary am- 
bassadors. 

"J take pleasure in reciprocating the trust 
exoressed by Your Excellency that the cooperation 
between our countries will ve of mutual benefit 
and that both nations will be able to contribute 
to the preservation of peace which both our 
nations are fighting to achieve."

Tung oil is the most important of the so-called drying oils a 
used in many types or brake linings and insulatins compounds, as well : 
as linoleum, oilcloth and waterproofing fabrics. 

Cormercial plantings of tung in Brazi! are found almost ex- 
clusively in the State of Sao Paulo, the first >lanting having been 
made in 1330 by seed nuts obtained from the United States. 

Tung trees are now being grown al! over Sao Paulo, thouch the 

idustry is still in the stage of trial and development. ; 

Prospects for a good yield of tung nuts for the 1945 season, i 
based on early estimates, are reported. The 1944 crop of tung nuts in ; 
the States of S@o Paulo and Paranda was estimated at 500,000 kilograns, : 
from which 75 tons of coodequality oil may be obtained.

PRAZILIAN INDUSTRY EXPANDS 

Rapid transformation of Brazil from an agricultural to an 
industrial nation was noted receitly by Dr. Alexandre Marcondes Filho, 
former Minister of Labor, Industry and Conmerce. 

Noting the changes which have taken place in Brazil during | a 
the past decade, Dre hare —_ Filho stressed the evolution of the 
country from a one-crop economy to a producer of sugar, rubber, coffee, 
cotton and other articles. He then rccallcd how, in 1931, President 
Varsas declared that the future of the country depends on intensive 
development of the iron and steel industrics. 

Though Brazil cannot today he called an industri nation, 
that qoal is nearer than ever before on its hieheen, rhtese ywoars ago, 
only 30 ver cent of the country's production was industrial, and 79 
per cent was agricultural. Today, iis sbuatrhat Output accounts for 
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60 per cent of the total, with agriculture contributing 40 per cent. 

Industrial rosie ey on in 1937 amounted to eioght billion cru- 
zeiros (400 million dollars). In 1940 it rose to twelve billion, or 
600 million dollars, and by 1943 it had passed the 27 billion mark, 
or 1,350 million oo
